Oune of the greatest stumbling blocks
in the pathway of political reform has
been the moral support blindly given by
men of blameless lives and far-reaching
personal influence to the schemes of un-
scrupulous leaders and managers.

Tue destruction of the valuable
county almshouse barn with all of its
contents by an incendiary fire increases
ti» ¢ responsibility of the present board
ol poor directors to pause and consider
wq Il before they invest any more money
in buildings on the present site of our
public institutions. Experience has
shown that they are exposed to the
special danger of fire at their present
location. The disadvantage of the
asylum being placed on the low ground
where it was originally erected has long
been manifest. The superiority of plac-
ing almshouses and hospitals at a dis-
tance from county towns has been satis-
factorily demonstrated in many sec-
tions of the state. The value of
the ground mnow occupied for the
poorhouse Dbuildings and farm is
far in excess of what would answer
their purpose equally as well. We are
satisfied that only the invest-
ment of $125000 in the new alms-
house stands in the way of its removal
at this opportune time. We are not sat-
isfied that even Lhis pecuniary consider-
ation cannot be overcome. Certainly
the removal of the public institutions
from sites so favorable for suburban de-
veiopment and improvement would in-
crease the value of all the surrounding
property by far more than this sum.

WE are reliably informed that soveral
months ago Lhe poor directurs had water
pipes conveyed Lo the very spot where
the recent destructive fire in (he insane
asylum broke gut and that only some
neglect or delay by the contractor or di-
rectors Lo provide the proper valves pre-
vented the water from being turned on
weeks before the late fire, and had this
source of supply been in operation the
fire hight have been checked. If this
report is true there seems Lo be added
reason why the present poor direction
should not be entrusted with the large
responsibility of rebuilding on the ruins
of the lost public property.

A VERY WiLv TALE FOM THE SOUTH.

Atleged Fiot of Alatz=ma Negroes to Mas-
sacre all the Whites in Chectaw
Couniy—The Leaders Arrested.
Iu Choctaw county, Alabama, on Tues-
day the 15th instant, a bundie of papers
disclosing a well organized plot among the
0 kill the entire white population
of that county, was found near one of their
rendezvous by two gentlemen, The mat-
ter was laid before thesolicitor, On Wed-
pesday, the 16th, a quiet meeting of cit-
izens of Mt. Sterling and Butler was called
at Butler to consider the best method of
suppressing the intended outbreak aund
massacre. After discussion it was agreed
that the foilowing ringleaders should be
arrested : Jack Turper, F. D. Baruey,
Jesse Wilson, Peier Hill, Willis Lymau,
Aaron Scott and Ilange West. To these
parties had Dbeen assigned the duty of
leading the respective squads to Batler,
Mt, Sterling, DeBotovillo and vther places
and killing all the whites at each place,
The arrests were made and the prisvners
lodged in jail on Thursday, the 17th,
without disturbance or blovdshed. The
same day a mass meeting ol the eitizens
of all classes was called for on Baturday
to decide the fate of the prisoners.

The plot has been in existeuce since
1878, and the conspirators now nuwmber
400. They have powder, shot and guus.
They .hink themselves sufficiently strong
to accomplish their iendish desigu. BSun-
day night, the 17th of September, a1 been
appointed as the date for its cousumma-
tion. The papers further showed that
this day was selccted because then the
whites would be at campmeeting,unarmed
and conld then ofier no resistance. The
meeting called for Saturday brought to-
gether about 700 men, amoug whom were
about 150 negroes, who (after having the
Pa; read) by an almoust unanimous vote
decided that Jack Turver was a turbulent
and dangerous character, a regular fire-
brand in the community, aud that the
public good demaunded his immediate
death. He was accordingly banged at
about 1:15 p. m., in the presenco of the
assembled multitude. Tbe crowd dispers-
ed, and all sigus of a disturbaues ceased.
Everything was quiet on Saturiday night.
The other wprisoners are stillin jail to
await further developmentas.

STHIKES AND STRIKERS,

Whbal has been opemped
looks well aud invitisg. Upon the whole,
the fature prospects look very encourag-
ing; the only fear is that prices paid by
packers are too high. Farmers are likely
to make all the cream. Piices hold steady.

The Connecticut Tobacco Crop,
N. Y, Tobacco Leal.

The present interest felt in the varipus
markets where old seed leal is held, with
reference to the status of the growing
crop, has impelled us to commence our
customary annuil tour in tho seed leaf
districls nearly two weeks carlier than
usual. We left New York on Tuesday
afternoon at 4 p. m., and began writing
these line at Warchouse Point Wednesday
afternoon at 4 p. m. The growing arca
traversed by us in this brief space of time
is limited ; but our counrse has been through
one of the most important seetions of the
Connecticut river valley. Later on vther
portions will be deseribed.

We had heard that the -crop now in the
ground was a comparative failure, and if
we trusted to the lips of others, rather
than our own eyes, we should bave been
led to think such was the case. Complaint
of the standivg of the seed leal erop is
common in most all the producing sections
of the conntry, as is evi by the
communications of our oorrespondents.
That the situatiou is no better in the
of Connecticut from which this article is
sent than it is elsewhere is very plain ;
but that the crop borders here upon fail-
ure is a proposition to which our investi-
gations will not allow us to assent to. We
are forced to admit at the outset that to-
bacco never looked more belated in this
particular region than it dves at this mo-
ment ; but we judge there is going to be
time enough between row aod harvesting
for n devolopment that will bring the
yield up to iwo thirds of an average at
least. More than this is bardly to be ex
pected.

Local Tobacco Matters.

The weather for the past week bas been
very favorable for the growth of to-
bacco, and fields that a few weeks ago
looked alinost worthless, now promise a
fair yield. Considerable quantities of the
early planted have been cut off and placed
upon<4hoe poles, but the bulk of the aver-
age is yet growing, much of it being as
yet untipped, and not a littlo scarcely
worth topping. Only the most sanguine
among our tobacco men believe there will
be more than from half to two-thirds of a
crop.

Very little is doing in old tobaeco, the
sales of 1850 Leing mostly confined to
small lots for cigar manafacturers, who
bay from hand to mouth, in the belief,
probably, that they can do better when
the crop of 1881 comes into market. As
far as it has been examined it appears to
be doing very well

A large number of packers, who have
been summering at the watering places,
bave returned to Lancaster to take a run
through the country and lvvk up the pros.
pects of the crop of 1832 wud to be on band
in time for the samwpling of 1881, Edward
Burke of the Noew York Tobacco Leaf is
Liere on his annual visit for the same pur-
pose. Ile hastraveled through most of
the tobacco districts of other states and
dotted down his observations, and will no
doubt furnish fer his paper an article on
Lancaster tobacco.

wWhat Some Growers and Buyers Nay.

Some parts of the eounty have been
visited by five rains during the list week
and some of the later tobaceco bids fair to
make a medium crop. There are still to
be seen plenty of poor fields and some not
yet bigger iban a man’s band, and in all
you will find more or less small and very
copsiderable that is now being cut has
not more than one:balf as much on the
ground as there should be, but what is
being cut looks fine and shows a fair leaf
in some sections, in others the leafl is not
perfeet by any means,

We bave interviewed one of the best
growers in the county, and his ideas are
that there will be about a full half crop,
with some .as fine goods as ever were
pack, but a small percentage of it. He
Las five aeres in three differeut fields, one
of them, a very early planting, is almost
off and is fine, large leaf ; the second is
very fair and partly cut, but has not the
same quality as the first, which was
planted six weocks carlier ; the third field
is poor and will not makehalf a crop. In
his best ficlds he has a good deal missing
so that he does not expect to have over
1,100 pounds to the acre. He thinks his
best is not surpassed iu the couaty, but he
has litt'e that will measure 40 inches.

He complains of too much rain and cold
nighte. A prominent New York buyer
who has beenall over the eounty during
the last two weeks, says he has seen very
little tine tobacco in it, and the most of
that is in the lower part of the couunty
where there have been frequent rains.
Much of the large and earlior crops are
somewhat defective in leaf, and he saw a
good deal of rust. Some of the later
shows rapid growth, and when i was top-

with 8 or 10 leaves, will make a good
leaf but a small yield to the acre.

In the extreme southeastern part of the
county and Chester county, there have
been few rains, and tobacco and corn have
suffered very much. In Montgomery, the

Morcover Mr Hammerstein admit-
ted that the tobaceo trade was by no
means agreed in desiring the increase and
he showed no reason whatever why the
increase should be made, mor evem that
anybody was interested in making it."
